REPORT ON GREATEST HINDRANCE TO PROGRESS OF CHURCH. 

We believe that the greatest hindrance to the progress of the church is 
the want of submission to gospel authority among pastors and their flocks. 
We would suggest as a remedy that the pastors bow in submission to any 
duty taught in Bible, and not only preach the word: but live the truth. We 
think that the pastor who does this will plainly lay before his people their 
duty, and be very careful to emphasize the practical side of Christianty; 
and so will teach his people to abstain from things unnecessary, and hurt- 
ful. He will also teach them that they must have aself sacriheing spirit 
giving the gospel to the -world. Then, if the members of our churches 
wrould bow in submission to whatever the Bible teaches, and with their pas- 
tor, live their religion, we would certainly imake much greater progress Ml 
our church work. ; :
